Used car men be-| 
lieve the reduction in prices has 
had more to do with the improved 
demand for these machines than 
the season. Something had to be 
done to stimulate the used car mar- 
ket. 

As it is, there are too many used 
machines in dealers’ hands for the 
good of the automobile business. 
Last year the used car situation in 
this territory was better than nor- 
mal, due, many dealers said, to the 
fact that new Fords were scarce and 
buyers in the Ford price class turned 
to used machines rather than pur- 
chase new cars in a higher priced 
field. This year, some say, will be 
a strenuous one from the stand- 
point of used machines.

N his recent review of business conditions, Col. Leonard 


Ayres of Cleveland, the well known economist, tells us 
that the prospects of business are decidedly encouraging. 
Col. Ayres bases his belief on the present situation on what 
he calls the “four fundamentals” of American prosperity so 
truly basal in character that general business has improved 
or declined as their combined contributions have been favor- 
able or unfavorable. 

The first of these is availability of credit.

While credit rates today are not quite as low as they have) 


been, accommodations are still to be had for business use 
on easy terms. 

The three other basal factors are conditions in the iron 
and steel, building and automobile industries. In all these 
businesses Col. Ayres finds that activity has increased nota- 
bly singe the first of the year and is now close to record- 
breaking figures. During February, for instance, a greater 
tonnage of steel ingots was produced than in any previous 
February. 

Now the steel output is extremely important as a gauge, 
because this industry does not produce unléss it has orders 
from the building trades, automobile industry, etc., and 
these businesses in turn do not order raw steel unless they 
have definite need for it. Col. Ayres predicts that: “If the 
producers of iron and steel can continue to make and sell 
their present materials in about their present volume for a 
few more weeks, better reports from other industries will 
soon be making their appearance.” 

This latter condition is one that we must bear in 
mind when we are assessing business improvement. A 
little analysis of the situation will make it evident that 
increase in production will always precede improvement 
in selling conditions, and, consequently, in general busi- 
ness conditions. Our own industry furnishes almost a 
perfect example of this. During February production 
was ahead of the same month last year, in spite of the 
fact that this year’s figures included no Ford output what- 
ever. This means that all the manufacturers were busy 
in February piling up production to meet the spring 
demand, which is just a few weeks ahead. When the 
general public begins buying this record February and 
March production (for this month, too, is going to be sig- 
nalized by heavy output) money will be put into circula- 
tion which will have a far-reaching effect on general 
business conditions. There must always be this pause 
between factory production and business improvement. 

At the present moment there is much talk in this coun- 
try of unemployment, the number of those out of jobs being 
estimated as high as 4,000,000. This is true, but eyen if the 
great army of out-of-works does number 4,000,000, though 
the total is probably considerably under that estimate, the 
improvement in business which will come with the public 
assimilation of the products now being turned out by our 
basic industries will very quickly take up the employment 
slack. 

Col. Ayres notes that other important industries are 
not doing as well as the three basic 
above. Here again improvement in conditions will depend 
to a considerable extent on actual sales by the basic indus- 
tries. When these begin to sell their present heavy outputs, 


thus releasing into general circulation a great flood of money, | 


improvement will be noted in other important but not basic 
industries. 

Taking all factors into consideration we have every 
reason to look forward to the balance of 1928 with the ut- 
most confidence.

Here and There i in the Trade Headlines- By MaeConachie 
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Automotive Law 


SUFFICIENCY OF NOTICE OF 
SALE OF REPOSSESSED CAR 
UNDER NEW YORK STATUTES. 











A car was retaken by the con-|- 


ditional seller on October 28, 
on which date the buyer was in de- 


fault for the installment due Oc- | 


tober 17. Notice of sale was served 
by mail on the buyer on November 4, 


and the car was sold on November | 
16. In other words, the seller was in | 
possession of the car for nineteen | 


days, and notice was mailed twelve 
days before the sale. 

In an action by the seller the ques- 
tion was whether the notice of sale 
was sufficient under New York per- 
sonal property law, Sections 78 
and 79. 

By Section 78 the seller is required 
under such circumstancés to retain 
the goods for ten days after retak- 


ing them, during which time the 
buyer has the right to redeem. 
Section 79 provides that: “The! 


seller shall give to the buyer not less 
than ten days’ written notice of the 
sale, either personally or by regis- 
tered mail, directed to the buyer at 
his last known place of business or 
residence.” 

It is held, Commercial Credit Cor- 


poration vs. Goldberg, 224 N. Y.| 
Supp. 177, that “the seller is not re- 


quired to wait until after the ten 
days within which the buyer may 
redeem and before he can give the 
notice. The only limitation in Sec- 
tion 79 in respect to the time of the 
holding of the sale is the provision 


that ‘said sale to be held not more 
than thirty days before the retak- 
ing.’”

PATTERSON PRAISES 
LOW-HUNG DESIGN OF 
PRESENT-DAY CARS 


Elkhart, Ind., March 19,—W. H. 
Patterson, vice-president of the Elcar 
Motor Company, in a recent lecture 
on automobile design, emphasized 
what he considered the dominant 
tendency of the times. 

“The trend today is toward swing- 
ing cars low to the ground, or ap- 
pearing to do so,” said Mr. Patter- 
son.

SOME EMPLOYING 
DOUBLE SHIFTS: 
OUTLOOK FIRM

Garages throughout the state are 
being equipped for testing headlights 
on automobiles and as soon as equip- 
ment and testing rooms have been 
given final approval by the high- 
way department the proprietors of 
such stations will be permitted to 
hang out the black and yellow sign 
identifying these stations as “offi- 
cial lamp testing stations.” A state 
approved lamp adjuster must be 
employed at these stations. 

The 1927 law provides that any 
person driving .an automobile 
equipped with glaring or dazzling 
headlights may be arrested and re- 
quired to take his car to an offi- 
cial station and have his lamps ad- 
justed or tested. In the past it 
was a matter of personal opinion 
whether any headlights were legal 
or not. Lamps in the future, be- 
cause of the new plan, will provide 
definite means of determining as 
te whether lamps are legal or not. 

Though enforcement of the law 
will be left in the hands of local 
peace officers in the state, real en- 
forcement of the law is expected to 
be possible because of the official 


tests. 

A laboratory located at the en- 
gineering college of the Univer- 
sity -of Minnesota has been estab- 
lished for testing headlights sub- 
mitted by manufacturers. Here- 
after no headlights may be sold 
tili they have passed the tests at 
the laboratory and then been ap- 
proved by the highway depart- 
ment. It is pointed out, however, 
that lamps that are legal when 
new may get out of focus and need
